ed to quit himſelf of the inſtances of ag ne char- 
ged by me on him and his Generation , nor of the aſſerti- 
ON, viz.

Nor 
hath he ſaid a word of the great Tuwms/r and Sedition of 
which I charged him to be the chief fticrer up, and princi- 
pal mover, nor of many things more; in all which ſhould 
I be particular, tine would fail me, being the contents of 
the greateſt part of my anſwer, and with what jugling, 
lying, and ſophiſtication he hath replyed to the reſt, and 
bow little to the purpoſe, I ſhall diſle@t , and plainly make 
manifeſt, 

Now when as Reaſon would that of theſe things afore- 
ſaid, and the reſidue of my anſwer, he ſhould havecleared 
himſelf, or have been ſilent, ( andſo to havedone, had 
becn ſomewhat becoming the ſeriouſneſs of, man ) inſtead 
thereof, { as one forlorn and deſparate )) he falls violently 
on my perſon, pouring forth at it the evil treaſures not on- 
ly of his own, but the venemous hearts of thoſe generati- 
ons, of whom, and their Treaſons, heappeares a _

Barbarous and inkumane Rebels being 
once ( not but once, as R.F. belyes it, pag.89.) named by 
me, they were as quickly inſerted, Which ( granting it to 
be ſo, though I know of ao ſuch ſnatching ) was no mors

nable and falſe calumny , for, as] have ſaid, T concealed

free to do the Gownci/ and their Committe: this right inthe 
face of all men; and that this is ſo, their permitting Drury 


and Bri/co to enjoy their liberties upon what ] ſaid to ſome. 


of them as aforeſaid and Drary to keep the pretended 0- 
r\ginal draught of che Petition, and not reſtraining their 
liberties afcerwards, nor trying them, nor at all hindering 
thecourle taken for the conviction of Faxconer; nor inter- 
poſing with their , or the Authority of Parliament, then 
ſitting : Theſe proceedings though of ſo bold and high a 
nature (as the like hath not been heard of ) and tending in 
the very foundation of them'( asis manifeſt by the uſe ſince 
made of it ) to the ſcandalizing of their proceedings, and 
arraignment of their juſtice, isa plain demonſtration. Had 
] known to the contrary, 1 ſhould not have kept ſilence, 
but have born my Teſtimony againſt it , as having received 
mercy not to have ſerved ( knowing it to be ſo ) the baſe 
ends, or unjuſt commands of any in Authority , or other 
perſon upon any conſideration whatſoever. | 
Toconelude this particular, let the impartial underſtan- 
ding men in the Laws ( who are Friends to the Common- 


wealth ) read and weigh the Examinations of Drary and 
Briſco, hereunto annexed, and judge whether inſtead of 


clear- 
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clearing theirLord from Nil of Delinquency, viz. Ad- 
herency to the Enemy of this Gemmonwealth, (the ground on 
wb the Parliament voted the Confiſcation of his Eftate,of 
which mere by and by ) they do noe prove it ftrongly upon 
him ? And whether they are not ſufficient enough in them- 
ſelves to bottom a ſequeſtration upon, ( by the Law)were 
there no other Teſtimony? Finally, If ſo be the faid Exa- 
minations of thoſe two men'( their choice Witneſſes for 
the diſproving df Faxcoxers Teſtimony,the gfand Wheel on

Ard ſoasI am nor, ger never was poſſeſſed of any parc or 
parcel of his Eftate, either in my own, or under any other 
Name, ſo] am clear of having carryed on any private bar- 


Zain therein with apy one, or of ever having or deſigning _ 
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a Ticle-conſideration upon che quitting of that my inte- 
reſt, or upon my Relation to that buſineſs direftly or indi- 
rectly, or of having «ney pretences of pablike intereſt drove 
99 4 acſign of my own private, (with which RF, ſlanders me, 
pag.103-) in this or any other buſineſs in relation to the 
publike, and under covertor pretence thereof, Charge me 
who can,[ here bid open defiance to all the World to prove 
any ſuch ching upon me during my whol rle in publike 
Aﬀeirs, in which it is well known, I had > ey and 
temptations enough, but alwayes obtained this mercy, to 

be kept clean in heart & hand from any ſuch thing: And fo 

in the preſence and fear of the Lord, whoſe dread was with 

me, and kept me; I can fay I came into, and paſſed through, 
and left all publike imployments, which were neither few, 
nor inconſiderable; and hereunto I have the anſwer ofa 


«600d conſcience, even the Witneſs of him who is greater 


then all, that my life, and all I had, was never ſo dear to me 
as the Common-Wealch , nor minded in compariſon of it, 
but for its ſake was put to the ſtreſs, which is now in my re- 
tirement (during this hour wherein all unclean and malici- 
ous ſpirits are lex looſe) my rejoicing and exceeding great 
reward, though of man have, and do receive the con- 
trary. |

whiſpered into the ears of ſome in chiefeſt Authority ) os 
corrupting of Faxcoxer by moneys, or otherwiſe, to ſwear 
falſly, or any knowledge or apprehenſion that he had in a- 
ny particular anzruly depoſed, or pntting him upon ſtraits 
of time, or any other inconveniences whereby he might be 
ſarpriſed in his underſtanding er memory , or uſing any 
provocation for that purpoſe, or that he might give in a 
wrong information , Jam (in the preſence of the Lord who 
faall judge the quick and the dead at hy appearing ana coming ) 
clear and innocent.

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ſeth, That the ſaid Petitioners underſtending that the King 
of Scots was to depart ſuddenly towards Scotland, they 
drew another Paper toremember the King of his Promiſe 
to Secretary Loxg,that the ſaid Peticioners ſhould have ſome 
relief; which memorial this Deponent faith he preſented 
to the King himſelf, his own condition being very ſad, who 
took it into his hand, and carryed it into the next Roor, 
and put it down on the Board, this Deponent ſaith, That 
ke went into the Room where the King was, and ſeeing the 
Lord Craves there,he,thisDeponent, deſired the ſaid Lord 
to help the ſaid Deponent, and divers other Gentlemen in 
diſtreſs, who kad preſenteda Petition to the King for relief, 
endalſoa memorial to'put them in mind of his promiſe to 
Secretary Leyg, that he would afford them ſome reliefe, 
whereupon the ſaid Lord ſaid, We/: The Deponent faith, 
That the queen of Bohemia was in the Room at the ſame 
time with the Lord Craven and the King, but whether the 
Lord ('74ver ſpake to the King , or to the queen of B:#:- 
::14 , tlis Deponent cannot ſay, but ſaith that Major Fa- 
cor, and Lievt. Coll. fames kariſey, were left by the ſaid 
Petitioners to wait on the King till he took water to ſee 
what might be donein point or relief; who ſentthis Depo- 
nent and the other Petitioners notice, That they could pet 


-no money. Afterwards the Governor of ÞBr:4a did cauſe 


the ſaid quarters to be diſcharged. 

The Deponeat further ſaith, Thar about twenty fix Offi- 
cers petitionedas aforeſaid, and that he, this Deponent had 
ſerved in the ſame Regiment under Sir Hora Vere, with 
the Lord Craver in the Low Countryes, which was the rea- 


ſon wherefore this Deponent ſpake to him to preſent the 
Petition as aforeſaid.
